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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 2 l(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a). 


2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 30 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hollingsworth et al (4,274,487). 

Figure 2 and col. 6, lines 1-23 are particularly relied upon. In Figure 2 of Hollingsworth 
et al, the connected tubing and pump barrel (21,50) is deemed to comprise a completion string; 
the hollow sucker rod (55) and crossover tube (54) comprises the injection fluid conduit and/or 
flowpath; the plunger assembly (53) is deemed to comprise a production conduit, which 
communicates with a production flowpath defined by the tubing string-sucker rod annulus; the 
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check valve assembly (57) comprises or includes an outlet port; while the standing valve (51) 
comprises an inlet port positioned in a bottom wall of the completion string (21,50). 

It is deemed that the operation of the apparatus of Figure 2 of Hollingsworth et al will 
necessarily or obviously effect the "selectively shifting" of the injection conduit (55,54) and 
production conduit (53), as called for in claim 30. In this regard, the reciprocation of the said 
assembly during the overall pumping operation will necessarily or obviously bring the crossover 
tube (54) into and out of communication with port (57) and simultaneously place the production 
conduit (53) into and out of communication with port (57) via the traveling valve (52). 

Claim 34 is similarly rejected over Figure 2 of Hollingsworth et al, as per claim 30, with 
the additional observation that the upper piston section of production conduit (53) comprises the 
"injection sleeve", while the lower piston section of production conduit (53) would comprise the 
"production sleeve", as broadly recited. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Other references cited disclose methods and apparatus for providing access to multiple 
formation zones during injection and/or production of fluids. 

5. Claims 31-33 and 35-37 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claim 1-29 are allowed.
